Law of Liberty. The Nature of which Li- 
berty, if we confult theſe Writings, we . ſhall 
find. to conſiſt in theſe three Things; in'a Free- 
dom from the Dominion and Guilt of Sin; in a 
Freedom from the 7ewz:ſh Rites and Ceremo- 
nies; and in a Freedom from a ſlaviſh Sub- 
jection, and Dependance on any Power upon 
Earth. In theſe three Things conſiſts the Na- 
ture of true Liberty, a Word than which none 
has a more grateful Sound, and than which 
none, I fear, has ever been more ungratefully
